Charleston, S C . April 20.—A slight 


earthquake shock was felt in Charles- 
ton arfd Summerville. In the latter 
place it was said that dishes rattled 
rnd ornaments were knocked from the 
mantels. In Charleston only a very 
few people knew of the shake until 
after breakast. From various points 
in the city people reported having 
been awakened by a rumble, followed 
by three slight wave movements. It 
lasted about eight seconds, according 
to some reports, and was apparently 
from southeast to northwest. 


New York, A'pril 20. — From mid- 


night Tuesday night until 5 o'clock 
Wednesday morning the steamer La 
Provence, which has arrived hera, 
passed through a storm which the of- 
flcers of the ship say has rarely been 
exceeded in violence. At dinner time 
Tuesday the barometer began to fall 
rapidly, and as midnight approached 
the ship reached an area where the air 
was so heavily charged with electric- 
ity that the compass became worse 
lhan iiseless. Suddenly a terrific storm 
swept down on the ship. Great waves 
broke over the vessel, but no ram fell, 
the night being perfectly clear. After 
five hours the storm abated as sud- 
denly as it had come. Captain Alix of 
the liner believes the strange storm 
wa-5 the result of the same forces 
which caused the earthquake shocks 
in Mexico.
